Miss Alice Funk, head nurse at the 
Bethesda Foundling Home, where for 
156 years she was a devoted worker for 
unfortanate children, was killed 
Wednesday In an elevator accident in 
the Bethesda Home for Incurables, ad- 
joining the foundling home. 

Stepping an instant too late into the 
unmanned elevator car which was pass- 
ing the third floor, Miss Funk was 
caught between the top of the iron 
doorway and the flooring of the build- 
ing. Her head was crushed and her 
body was pushed upon the roof of the 
car. 

When the elevator reached the first 
floor, the head had been almost torn 
from the body, and was in such a po- 
sition that the neck’ had to be severed 
in order to take the body out.

Freda Kratzer, 4 Years Old, 
Killed While Trolley Was 
§ Entering Shed. 


BODY CARRIED. 40 FEET 








Little One Not Extricated Un- 
til Motorman Stopped 
Inside Barn. 





Freda Kratzer, 4 years old, was struck 
by a car, dragged 40 feet and killed as 
she was passing the United Railways 
car shed, near Gano avenue and Broad- 
way, on her way home from a nearby 
grocery store, at 7 a. m. Wednesday. 
She lived with her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Emil Kratzer, at 4610 North Broad- 


The child was sent for a loaf of bread 
by her mother. She had purchased the 
bread and was hurrying home with it 
under her arm. On the west side of 
Broadway, just south of Gano avenue, 
is the car shed, an old brick building. 

There is a loop in the building on 
which other than through cars make 
a turn. A car was about to enter the 
building. As it rolled upon the side- 
walk it struck the little girl. 

She was caught by the wheels and 
dragged half way through the shed be- 
fore the car was stopped and her life- 
less * dy taken from under the car.

Have you seven appropriate names 
for the parks which St. Louis is about 
to acquire? 

If you have, Park Commissioner 
Phil C. Scanlan would like to receive 
your suggestions through the Post-Dis- 
patch. In submitting your suggestion, 
write in 100 words, your reason for mak- 
ing it. 

The plan of permitting a popular bap- 
tism of the new parks was called to Mr. 
Scanlan’s attention by the Post-Dispatch 
and has his full approval. 

“We have been considering significant 
names for the parks which will soon be 
established,” said Mr. Scanlan, ‘‘and the 
Post-Dispatch’s idea is opportune and 
excellent. I have oniy one amendment 
to offer—we should limit the nomina- 
tions to names of distinguished St. 
Loulsans, if possible. The city history 
is full of inspirations in this particular. 

“I think it was a mistake, for in- 
stance, to change the name of Lucas 
Park to Missouri Park. Judge Lucas 
and his ancestors were among the city’s 
greatest benefactors. 

Suggests “Soulard Park.” 

“The two blocks between Seventh and 
Ninth streets, Soulard stréet and Julia 
street, could hardly have a more fit- 
ting name than Soulard Park. The 
Soulard homestead, I am informed, was 
near that point. The family was among 
the city’s pioneers. 

“Mullanphy Playgrounds, which are 
now to be purchased by the city, are 
already properly named. I see no rea- 
son for a change. 

“If we are to stray from St. Louis in 
search of nomenclature for our parks, 


hhowever, I think the labors and achieve- 


ments for the country’s civilization 
and development ought to be recognized. 
I have in mind, for example, Marquette, 
Joliet, De Soto and De Smet. 

“We ought not name the parks after 
any living men—their turn will come 
in the future, if they deserve commemo- 
ration. Carnegie Park, for instance, is 
not in the ‘best taste, to my notion, 
Grant Park, McKinley Park, Cleveland 
Park, are good enough, but they are be- 
coming so common as to lose signifi- 
cance. 

“I don’t think we need. look*beyond 
St. Louis for names, dad 1 trust the 
Post-Dispateh readers will take that 
view of it.’ 

As the largest tract which the city 
will have to beautify and baptize, the 
Old Fair Grounds will receive the most 
attention. This property has an area of 
131 acres and will cost, if the people 
vote bonds for the purchase of it, 
$700,000. 

Six Parks Are Assured. 

Mayor Wells has signed the bill au- 
thorizing a special election at which 
the: question of issuing bonds will be 
decided. If the voters do not favor 
that proposition the Fair Grounds: prob- 
ably will be bought under the provisions 
of another bill now awaiting passage 
in the House of Delegates. 

Six other parks are assured, however, 
even if the Fair Grounds are not ac- 
quired. Bills which authorize their pur- 
chase have either been passed or are 
now in process of passage by the Munici- 
pal Assembly. Including the Fair 
Grounds and Mullanphy Playgrounds, 
the parks for which the city is now 
negotiating will represent an outlay of 
$1,301,000, the figure at which the Fair 
Grounds alone were held by the owners 
two years ago.

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Come to Grief in Old Cup De- 
fender Mayflower Look- 
ing for Fabled Galleon. 





NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—Caught in one 
of the fiercest hurricanes that recently 
have been lashing the South Atlantic, 
the old Americas cup defender May- 
flower came to grief last Saturday while 
on her way with her crew of five Har- 
vard students to search for a fabled 
galleon sunk off the coast of Jamaica 
with a rich treasure in her hold. 
Capt. Humel of the Panama railroad 
line steamer Advance, which arrived to- 
day, brought the news. He said he 
sighted the Mayflower last Saturday 
dismasted and flying signals of distress. 
They were then about 700 miles east of 
the Florida coast and the gale still was 
raging. 

The little craft with only a stump of 
her mainmast standing and a little bit 
of sail set to steady her, was riding the 
siorm gallantly. 

The Advance stood by for five hours 
without being able to launch a boat. 
At length an unknown fruit steamer 
came along and the Advance left her 
standing by the disabled boat. 

Capt. Humel said he sa wfive men 
aboard the Mayflower. 

In the company organized for the May- 
flower’s expedition were Ferdinand 
Brown, captain of the Yale football 
eleven of 1900, and Roger Derby, W. T. 
Harrison, Guy Schull, L. Corbett, Leay- 
craft, and Matsukat, said to be the son 
of a former high official of the Japanese 
government. 

Secrecy was maintained as to what 
members of the -ompany sailed on the 
Mayflower, but Brown was said not to 
be one of the number.

Bryan and Taft in Chicago to 
Meet at Convention 
Banquet. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 7.—William H. Taft, 
addressing the Inland Waterways Con- 
vention here today, declared himself in 
favor of taking the waterways improve- 
ments from the control of the Appro- 
priations Committee of Congress and es- 
tablishing a permanent fund from which 
they can be pushed vigorously to com- 
pletion. 

“My own judgment,’’ he said, “is that 
évery great improvement, like that of 
the lakes to the gulf, like that of the 
Ohio River, like that of the Missouri 
River, Hke the Atlantic seaboard inlan‘ 
waterways, should be treated by itself 
as one great enterprise, just as we 
have treated the Panama Canal, and 
that provision should be made, by bonds 
or otherwise, for the setting aside of a 
fund sufficient to complete it as rap- 
idly as possible. 

"To leave progress in this matter t» 
the fitful and partisan consideration of 
appropriation committees in Congress. 
influenced by a desire to reduce the ap- 
pearance of total expenditure each yea: 
as much as possible, is to impair the 
necessary financial support of every 
one of these great enterprises and to 
drag them along from year to year and 
to greatly delay their ultimate compie- 
tion.”’ 

Bryan and Taft Arrive. 

Mr. Taft arrived in Chicago from St 
Louis about 8 o’clock. An hour edrlier 
Willlam J. Bryan, his opponent in the 
presidential race, had come from Iowa. 
Mr. Bryan will address the convention 
tomorrow. 

Mr. Bryan was met at his train by 
waterways officials and Democratic 
campaign managers. Similar delegation 
met Mr. Taft.. Both candidates expec 
to hold political conferences today as 
well as talk of waterways. 

Other distinguished guests who have 
arrived are: Govs. Folk of Missouri, 
Deneen of Illinois and Vardaman of 
Mississipp!; former Gov. Francis of Mis- 
souri, Senators Hopkins of Illinois and 
Dixon of Montana. 

The waterways convention was called 
to order at 10 a. m. by President W. K. 
Kavanaugh of St. Louls. There were 
1000 delegates including many Governors 
and Congressmen present. Before Gov. 
Deneen of Illinois introduced Mr. Taft, 
the report of the secretary, William F. 
Saunders of St. Louis, was read and 
committees were appointed. . 

After Mr. Taft's speech the conven- 
tion adjourned. At the waterways 
banquet tonight both Mr. Taft and Mr. 
Bryan will make addresses. 

Progress Demands Improvements, 

Mr. Taft said that the time had come 
when it was imperative to consider the 
improvements, “accérding to some gen- 
eral and comprehensive plan, so as to 
mold them into a complete system of 
transportation.’’ 

“We find,” he continued, “that tie 
enormous increase in the productions of 
our people in all lines of industrial ac 
tivity has outstripped ‘the ability of our 
great railroad system, extensive and 
efficient as they are, to transport then. 
‘A policy of waterway improvement 
does not operate disadvantageously to 
the railroads, even though it compels 
lower freight rates. In the natural 
economy of transportation the bulky 
raw material, commanding the -lower 
freight charge, falls to the waterway, 


‘lwhile the manufactured goods of in- 


finite variety seek the railroad. By 
reason of the lower water rate and the 
unlimited carrying: capacity of the 
waterway you carry millions of tons of 
raw material to furnace and factories. 
there to be converted into correspond- 
ing tons of merchandise capable of 
bearing a higher freight charge. 

The Mississippi Empire. 
“Your project proposes t® connect ‘by 
a deep waterway the great lakes system 
with the Mississippi River and the Gulf 
of Mexico, and thus, with all the har- 
bors of the world. The Mississippi 
River, with its great tributaries, drains 
a- empire vastly greater in all the re- 
sources of nature than those who ac- 
complished the acquisition of that 
mighty stream and the territory be- 
yond it ever dreamed of. 

“But what will .the ability and or- 
ganization of our people profit us if the 
coal and ‘iron are wasted, and if the 
fields and forests lose their productive 
power? 
“If our present rate of use and de- 
struction of timber continues, our for- 
ests will be exhausted within a genera- 
tion: if our currently increasing use of 
our known deposits of iron continues, 
all our high-grade ores will be con- 
sumed during the present century; if the 
present waste and currently increasing 
consumption of coal continue, all of our 
vast beds of anthracite, bituminous and 
lignitic coal will be gone before the end 
of next century. 

Waterways. 
“The Reena le ot streams cannot be ftm- 
proved successfully and permanently 
and controlled safely and effectively 
without conserving the headwaters; 
and generally this can best be done 
by means of forests. 
“Some canals and many lock dams 
wil} be required for the control of the 
waters for navigation; these might and 
should be so constructed as to develop 
water power and experts estimate that 
the water productble in this way in the 
United States would suffice to drive 
every mill and manufactory, propel 
every railway train and street car, op- 
erate every loom and spindle, and fur-

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POST-DISPATCH'S 
NEW SMOKESTACK 
TALLEST IW CITY 
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The highest metal smokestack in St. 
Louis, where tall stacks are numerous, 
is that which has just, been erected on 
the Post-Dispatch Building. Almost 250 
feet in air, this high stack towers, high 
over the root of the new National Bank 
of Commerce Building, at the northeast 
corner of Broadway and Pine street. It 
was the erection of this new skyscraper 
that made necessary the new stack on 
the Post-Dispatch Building. 

The Post-Dispatch Building 1s 100 feet 
6 inches in height. The new bank build- 
ing is 225 feet high. Smoke from the 
Post-Dispatch boiler room had to _ be 
conveyed above the new building, and 
the new stack was erected. 

It towers 249 feet and 6 inches in the 
air, 144 feet above the roof of the Post- 
Dispatch Building, and six inches less 
than 25 feet above the roof of the new 
National Bank of Commerce Building. 

The stack starts from a concrete foun- 
dation in the rear of the Post-Dispateh 
boiler room. It is four feét wide and is 
built of steel. Twenty-five feet of the 
stack is made of half-inch steel plates. 
The next 60 feet is of %-inch steel. 

One hundred feet more is of 3-16-inch 
steel, and the balance is of No. 10 sheet 
steel, % of an inch thick. 

The erection of the stack has occupied 
five weeks, as the men could work only 
on Sundays. It is now all in place, and 
complete except for the painting. This 
will take the rest of this week. Twenty 
gallons of paint will be required to coat 
the stack. It will be ready for use with- 
in a week, 

It is being put in place by the Joseph 
F. Wangler Boiler and Sheet Iron Co, of 
Ninth and Mullanphy streets, under the 
personal supervision of D. 5.

In this case the 
obligation of party loyalty is not moral, but im- 
moral. 

If after going into the primaries he finds that 
his candidates have been defeated and other 
candidates have been nominated by fraud, he its 
freed from any obligation to support them. He 
is under moral obligations to rebuke and defeat 
fraud. If bad candidates have been nominated by 
fraud he is under double obligation ta defeat 
them—the obligation of honesty and of public 
policy. 

No obligation rests upon any Democrat in St. 
Louis to support the bad local candidates of his 
party whose nominations were accomplished by 
fraud. On the contrary, however, honesty, civic 
patriotism and party loyalty place upon him the 
obligation to do all in his power to rebuke the 
party rascals who betrayed and disgraced the 
party by committing frauds, to prevent fraud 
from being triumphant in the party and in the 
government, and to save the city from the men- 
ace of unfit officers. Every Democrat who holds 
the public welfare above partisan success, and 
who cherishes honest government above parti- 
san spoils will scratch the local Democratic 
ticket.

The accommodations are to be in- 
creased. More and better cells are to 
be provided. 

Ground was turned Tuesday after- 
noon for a new cellhouse at the north- 
corner of the inclosure near 
Broadway and Meramec street. The 
ceremonies were very simple. The fam- 
ily of Supt. Dawson and a few work- 
men composed the “audience.’’ Miss 
Mary Dawson, 13-year-old daughter of 
the superintendent, jabbed ‘a spade into 
the earth and turned the first ground. 

The building is to be of concrete, two 
stories higa, 
$30,000. It will contain 52 cells, 26 on each 
floor. It is to be completed in four 
months. . 

The Workhouse group now consists of 
seven buildings. The new one. will 
make eight. 


The old cellhouse contains 50 cells. It 
has long been overcrowded. There are 
at present 762 prisoners and this is 
about the average number. There have 
been as many as 800 at one time.
